Counter Proposition to Avert

Tonight or Tomorrow —

Temporary Lull Gives Time 
to Hold Cabinet Meeting— 
Brotherhood Men Convene 
and Adjourn Again. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—The an- 
ewer of more than 60 railway presi- 
dents, including those of Western 
roads, newly arrived, to the Presi- 
dent’s proposed plan for averting the 


threatened strike, is being formulated 
today. Every utterance of the rail- 
way heads displays opposition to the 
President’s suggestion, but it is con- 
sidered possitle a counter proposal 
acceptable to the employes will be 
made as the basis for further nego- 
tiations. 
Time for Cabinet Meeting. 

As the railroad executives were not 
ready for ahuther conference this morn- 
ing, President Wilson called a meeting 
of the Cabinet to dispose of the busi- 
ness which has accumulated while he 
has been considering the strike prob- 
lem. 

The Cabinet went over the situation 
fully and confidence was expressed by 
members that in the end the railroads 
would accept the President’s plan. What 
assurances the Cabinet had to go on for 
such a conclusion were not disclosed. 
Cabinet members agreed that it was not 
feasible to hurry the railroad execu- 
tives into a decision, as they had man 
things to consider. 

At 10 o'clock this morning the men 
went into a meeting which was attend- 


ed by member#‘of all four brotherhoods. 


No special importance was attached to 


it and the leaders said tt was just to} 


keep the men together. A statement 
in reply to the arguments of the rail- 
roads executives on the question or arbi- 
tration was being prepared and prob- 
ably will be issued for publication to- 
morrow. The brotherhood officials de- 
scribe the situation as unchanged. 

The railroad executives made a for- 
mal announcement that consideration 
of the situation had been turned over 
to a committee of eight and that no 
conclusions had been reached. The fol- 
lowing were announced as members of 
the committee which will work on Pres- 
ident Wilson's proposal and make a re- 
port to the assembled executives: Hale 
Holden, Burlington; W. W. Atterbury, 
Pennsylvania; Fairfax Harrison, South- 
ern; Robert S. Lovett, Union Pacific; 
E. P. Ripley, Santa Fe; A. H. Smith, 
New York Central; Frank Trumbull, 
Chesapeake & Ohio; Daniel Willard, 
Baltimore & Ohio. 

Executives Consult Directors. 

While the subcommittee was working 
the executives got in touch with their 
boards of directors. It was understood 
that a:reply might be ready for Presi- 
dent Wilson tonight or tomorrow morn- 
ing. In administration circles it was 
said there was hope for a settlement. 

The exact nature of the proposal to be 
submitted to President Wilson was not 
revealed, but from the fact that the 
executives were in communication with 
their board of directors the conclusion 
was drawn that it concerned the conces- 
sion of the eight-hour day. 

One suggestion understood to be un- 
der consideration was the submission of 
the collateral issues to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission or a provision for 
making permanent the commission of in- 
Vestigation suggested by President Wil- 
80n. 

The brotherhood meeting did nothing 
and adjourned until 3 o'clock this after- 
noon. 

An invitation from Vice President Mar-

Dr. McCracken Says He Bought 
Land, Adjoining Old Holding 
to Raise Alfalfa. 


A 27-acre tract of unused land south 
of Cahokia, Ill., which had been in 
possession of her family for more 
than half a century, was sold by Mrs. 
Schunzel of 3137A Chip- 
[pewa street. The purchaser was an 
old schoolmate, whom she had not 
seen for more than 20 years until he 
called, last May, to make an offer for 
the tract. He was Dr. R. X. Mc- 
Cracken, Health Commissioner of 
East St. Louis. 

Dr. McCracken paid Mrs. Schunzel 
$5000 for the land. Yesterday he dis- 
posed of it for $21,600 to the East 
Side Levee and Sanitary District Com- 


mission, thus making a profit in three 
months of $16,600, more than 300 per cent. 

At her home today Mrs. Schunzel told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter how she hap- 
pened to sell the property. 

Recognized Him by Laugh. 

Dr. McCracken, she said, called at her 
homeé and introduced himself. She did 
not recognize him, and he laughed about 
it. She recognized his laugh, and then 
remembered that they had been school- 
mates. 

‘‘Dr. McCracken told me that he owned 
several acres adjoining my property and 
that he wanted a larger place, to raise 
alfalfa to fill a large contract he had 
taken to supply the East St. Louis pack- 
ing plants,’ she said. 

“He told me he thought $5000 was 
a fair price for it. Nobody had wantcd 
to buy the land lately, although once 
I refused $3000 for it. 

“My husband and I are getting old. 
I am 54. He works as night watch- 
man at a candy factory. We 
thought it was the way out of pay- 
ing rent. So we planned to sell the 
land and to buy a double flat, in 
which we could live ang get a small 
income by renting part of it. 

“Two weeks after he first called’ 
on me, Dr. McCracken telephoned 
that he wanted to see me in East St. 
Louis on business. I went there and 
he then bought my land.” 

Original Cost Not Known, 

Mrs. Schunzel said the land sold to 
Dr. McCracken was left to her by her 
father, Narcisse Bourdeau, who died in 
1893, when 76 years old. He had ac- 
quired the land in his early life. It 
was ground set aside for school pur- 
poses, Mrs. Schunzel said, and she does 
not know what it originally cost her 
father. 

Dr. McCracken acquired the deed to 
the property bought from Mrs. Schunzel 
May 16 and filed it with the Illinois 
State Bank. The bank’s attorney, 
Thomas Gillespie, is also attorney for 
the Levee Board. 
One-third of an acre of the land held 
by Mrs. Schunzel was purchased by the 
board several years ago and for the par- 
cel the board paid $75, which would 
make the price on the land set by the 
board at that time $225 an acre. 
G@. L. Tariton, president of the board, 
told a reporter this morning he was 
positive Dr. McCracken knew nothing of 
the intentions of the board in buying 
the land at the time he purchased it 
from Mrs. Schunzel. ‘‘Why, we didn't 
decide to take this land until six weeks 
ago,”” he said. 
“That land, I am told by realty men, 
is worth from $1000 to $1500 an acre,"’ he 
said, “but Dr. McCracken got only $800 
an acre.’’ Tarlton then showed the re- 
porter a letter from Louis F. Tissier, a 
real estate operator, in which the latter 
said the land was worth $1200 an acre. 
Owned Adjoining Land. 
Dr. McCracken said he had no advance 
knowledge of the fact that the Levee 
Board was going to buy the land he had 
purchased from Mrs. Schunzel. - ‘‘I have 
been the owner of a number of acres 
adjoining the land which Mrs. Schunzel 
owned for many years; in fact, the land 
has been in the family for 6 years, and 
I was anxious for some time to acquire 
that plece,"’ he said.

Not Help Milk Drivers. 


NEW CONFERENCE TODAY 
Dairymen Decide to Continue 
Parleys With Strikers Broken 
Off Yesterday. 


Dairy proprietors, at their daily meet- 
ing this morning, decided to resume this 
afternoon the conference with represen- 
tatives of the striking milk wagon driv- 
ers, which was begun yesterday after- 
noon, but which seemed to have been 
broken off by the attitude of the. heads 
of the Pevely and St. Louis dairy com- 
panies. 

Father Dempsey was notified that the 
dairymen would meet the union repre- 
sentatives at .3 o’clock at 180% Biddle 
street. 


Thomas L. Hughes of indianapolis, 
general secretary of the International 
Teamsters’ Union, arrived this morning 
at strike headquarters, and said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he believed 
there would be no sympathetic strike 
of teamsters. 

‘Such a strike would do the milkmen 
no good,” he said, “and it woud be 
cutting off our nose to spite our §rce.” 

The strikers’ representatives at yes- 
terday’s meeting were Secretary Nor- 
man and Business agent Barr of 
the Milk Wagon Drivers’ Union and 
D. J. Murphy and T. E. Coyne, Team- 
sters’ Union officials. Newspaper re- 
porters were admitted and Po- 
lice Commissioner W. D. Thomp- 
son was present. W. R. Schneider, a 
lawyer, son-in-law of William Grafernan, 
presided. Father Dempsey acted as ref- 
eree and had to intervene occasionally to 
keep things moving. smoothly. 

Demands Discussed, 

The strikers’ list of demands, covering 
some 18 different points, was read by 
Norman, and the first few demands in 
the list were discussed. A _ tentative 
agreement was reached as to working 
hours and the question of drivers’ indem- 
nity bonds, it being decided that cash 
bonds shéuld not be given in future. 

At 6 o’clock the meeting adjourned un- 
til 1 p. m. today. After this had been 
announced, the dairymen talked togeth- 
er for a few minutes. They then ap- 
proached the union officials, who were 
leaving, and D. C. Kerckhoff of the 
Pevely Dairy said: 

“We don’t see any use of our meeting 
you fellows again, if you intend to 
stand pat on your wage scale, and on 
your demand that we discharge men we 
have employed since the strike began. 

“You get your men together and tell 
them that if they stand pat on the wage 
scale and on demanding that we dis- 
charge certain men, we will fight to the 
end. As for the Pevely Dairy, I'll go 
broke before I'll discharge any of the 
men who have been loyal to me.”’ 

“Come, come,”’ said Father Dempsey, 
“this is no way to do—to break off the 
conference and send an ultimatum be- 
fore you have reached those points at 
all. You've set a meeting for tomorrow 
afternoon. Let’s have that meeting.”’ 
The union officials aiso asked that the 
plans already made be permitted to 
stand, and Murphy said he would give 
his word that the question of employing 
a few men would not be permitted to 
stand in the way of a settlement. But 
Kerckhoff, John P. Cabanne and R. L. 
Kayser of the St. Louis Dairy Co. took 
an attitude antagonistic to further meet- 
ings, although Adam Thornton of the 
Union Dairy Co. and William Grafeman 
were disposed te be more conciliatory. 
The St. Louis Dairy Co. sent out only 
one one-horse delivery wagon this 
morning, although trucks carried the 
usual supply of milk to retail stores. 
Shots were fired in a gathering which 
surrounded a Pevely wagon at Spring 
and Laclede avenues yesterday after- 
noon.

PRESIDENT STILL OPPOSED TO

BIG VOLCANO FAILS 
70 MELT [Gt WALL 


Explorers of Katmai Crater in 
Alaska Find Simmering Lake 
at Bottom of Pit. 


KODIAK, Alaska, Aug. 22.—The main 
crater of Katmai volcano is one of the 
greatest in the world, according to a 
statement made today by Robert F. 
Griggs, who has reached Kodiak after a 
careful study of the volcano, in the tn- 
terests of the American Geographical 
Society. ‘This crater,’’ he said, ‘‘is miles 
across and extends down thousands of 
feet to a blue-green lake, simmering 
and sputtering at the bottom.’ 


Griggs was accompanied on the expe- 
dition by Lucius G. Folsom, principal of 
the Kodiak schools, and Donovan 
Church, a student at the Ohio State 
University. This is the first close ex- 
amination that scientisis have made of 
both volcanoes since the great eruption 
in June, 1912, when the top of the moun- 
tain was blown off. 

Mountain Top BloWn Off. 

“Other craters in the group have been 
reported as the main crater of Katmai,” 
said Griggs, ‘‘but these do not compare 
with the real one. The natives’ asser- 
tion that the top of the high mountain 
was blown off we found to be literally 
true. Our first visit was made July 19 
and a second July 3%. The day was 
clear and the ascent over the mud and 
ice drainage ditches was difficult, but 
the wall of the crater was such that we 
could stand on the rim and see sulphur 
hatches and. steam jets hissing through 
crevices.”’ 

The explorers said the most wonderful 
of all sights at the crater was a place 
where a glacier blown in two by the 
great eruption still forméd part of the 
crater wall, the intense heat being in- 
sufficient to melt this palisade of ice. 

Beautiful Color Scheme, 

Part of the crater wall is composed 
of igneous rock of brilliant color. At 
other places snow patches near the 
steaming lake made the color scheme be- 
yond description. 

Revegetation is beginning on the lower 


ing mainland after the almost total de- 
struction of all vegetable life in the 
great eruption of 1912. 

Other remarkable eruptive demonstra- 
tions were a series of encircling craters 
and immense masses of material ejected 
from the main opening. These small 
craters were explored in detail.

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NO BUTTER WILL BE SERVED 
FOUR DAYS A WEEK IN GERMANY 


Everywhere Dry Bread Will Be the 
Rule When Meat Is 
Permitted.

BERLIN, Aug. 2%—~To meatless days, 
fatless days, eggless breakfasts and the 
one day a month when soup may be pur- 
chased have been added butterless days 

in Germany. 

There was surprise this morning at 
hotels and restaurants when breakfast 
was served with dry bread or rolls. In 
many cases waiters were called back 
and asked what was meant by forgetting 
the butter. “Es gibt keine am fleish 
tagen”’ was the answer, which in plain 
English means that commencing today 
there is no more butter on meat days 
and this was a meat day. 

For the present, four days a week 
will be butterless at hotels and restau- 
rants. Proceeding on the very demo- 
cratic principle of privileges to none, the 
new regulation applies to the most ex- 
pensive hotel as well as to the smallest 
lunch counter and to private families, 
according to the decree.

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What Presence of Italian 
Troopsi in Balkans Means 


Move More Poli ical Than Miltary 


By Frank H. Simonds. 


HE military aspects of the Itallan 
ij participation in the allied opera- 
tions in the Balkans are of minor 
importance now. It is interesting to 
know that to the huge army of Servi- 
ans, French, British and colonial troops 


there is now added an Italian con- 
tinge: but, knowing nothing of its 
numbes, it is impossible to discuss the 


effect it will have in the general cam- 
paign. 

On the political side, however, the ar- 
rival of the Italian troops in the Bal- 
kans has a real meaning. We do not 
know in what fashion the allies have by 
their agreement divided the Near East. 
We do know that Servia is to be re- 
stored and that Russia is to have the 
city of Constantinople and both shores 
of the straits, if the allies win. We can 
assume that Italy has been. assured 
the possession of Aviona, a protectorate 
over all Albania, save for Scutari and 
perhaps a paring of Northern Epirus, 
which may remain in Greek hands, but 
the question of Asia Minor remains 
open. 

The best information that has come 
from Europe indicates that Italy will 
be permitted at the end of the war to 
hold the Island of Rhodes and the sur- 
rounding group, which she occupied 
“temporarily” during the Tripolitan 
War. But it is eavally authoritatively 
asserted that the allied bargain in- 
cluded the possession of Smyrna and 
the Aegean coast of Asia Minor by 
Italy and the occupation of Syria and 
the coast from the Gulf of Alexan- 
dretta to Jaffa by France. 

‘Partition of the Balkans. 

Italy, France, Russia and Britain have 
unquestionably agreed to settle the 
Eastern question in such fashion that 
Austria and Germany shall permanent- 
ly excluded from the Balkans. They 
have agreed that Servia shall have 
Bosnia, Herzegovina, the coast of Dal- 
matia, south of the Narenta and a cor- 
ner of Northern Albania. It is certain, 
if the allies win, that Montenegro will 
be joined to Servia and that the Bul- 
garians will be excluded from part of 
Macedonia. 

But all of this is contingent upon vic- 
tory; therefore, if Italy is to be able 
to claim a share in the eastern estate 
she will have to claim it oh the basis 
of her participation in the campaign 
that definitely drives the Germans out 
of the Balkans and the Turk out of 
Europe. It will not suffice for Italy to 
occupy Gorizia or even Trieste; even her 
possession of Aviona will not count; it 
is in Macedonia that the decision will 
come. The thing to be remembered is 
that what is now taking place all 
through Europe is not one campaign 
or many campaigns in a war, but a de- 
liberate, systematic attempt to abolish 
the German influence outside of Ger- 
man frontiers. The economic alliance 
of the allies’ aimg at making a tariff 
wall against the Germans, surrounding 
all the nations now fighting the Ger- 
mans.. The military campaigns and the 
naval campaigns, outside of the main 
field of operations in Russia, Austria 
and France, aim at destroying the 
bases of German political and economic 
influence in the future. 

The campaign in German East Africa 
now approaching an end will put a 
crown on the efforts of two years in the 
matter of German colonies. Of the 
considerable edifice which existed be- 
fore the war there is left nothing now 
but a little kernel, which is bound to 
disappear in the next few weeks or 
months. Germany beyond the seas will 
then be a memory. And since Britain 


' 


has used her colonial troops to conquer 
these German colonies, it will be for 
the colonies to decide whether they 
shall be returned. The answer is 
known. 

German Hold in Turkey. 

But more important than Germany’s 
colonies were her financial and economic 
bases in the Turkish empire. Turkey 
had become in a sense a German ward, 
and the Bagdad Railroad was only one 
sign of the German expansion through 
the. near East. Through Turkey, Ger- 
many menaced the French, Italian and 
. British colonies in Africa, and through 
the religious primacy of the Sultan of 
Turkey in Islam she threatened the 
peace of India, Egypt and French North 
Africa. 

The allies are now agreed to put a 
permanent end to this menace by trans- 
forming conditions in the Balkans. 
Servia is to be made a strong state, 
at the expense of Austria. Bulgaria 
will be beaten presently, her King will 
lose his throne and it is quite as cer- 
tain that allied success will cost Con- 
stantine of Greece his throne. Bul- 
garia, freed of Austro-German control 
and royalty, may receive a portion of 
Macedonia and her old lands in Thrace. 
Greece, once Constantine is gone, may 
get Epirus, but the total elimination of 
Teutonic influence is resolved upon. 

The Triple Alliance ultimately broke 
down because of the rivalry of Aus- 
tria and Italy in the Near East. Italy 
almost deserted Austria at the time of 
her Bosnia annexation. Austria nearly 
attacked Italy at the time of the Trip- 
clitan war. Now, with the present war, 
Italy has definitely taken her stand with 
the Mediterranean Powers. She pro- 
posed to take the Trentino, Trieste, Dal- 
matia and the Adriatic islands from 
Austria and by establishing herself in 
Albania command both sides of the 
Adriatic at the Strait of Otranto and 
dominate this sea. 

What Russia Wants. 

Russia is resolved to take the Darda- 
nelles and the Bosphorus and thus break 
the bridge between Germany and the 
Asiatic territories of the Turk, some 
of which may be left to him. Britain 
and France, because of their own col- 
onies, are bound to consent to _ this 
change. Allied military a: d commercial 
strategy alike aims at building a wall 
against Austro-German expansion at 
the Danube, closing Austrian outlet to 
the open sea at Avlona, as the German 
outlet is closed at the Straits of Dover. 

It is essential to rernember now that 
Germany has realized, temporarily at 
least, her dream of expansion to the 
Near East. Her progress is fully re- 
vealed by her achievement. And this 
makes it absolutely clear what the al- 
lies in their turn must do. More im- 
rcrtant than any present operations ‘in 
the East or the West is the campaign to 
close the Balkans to Germany, for it 1s 
in effect. closing the door of the future 
to Germany, the only door left open 
row that German colonies have been 
seized and the bases of German com- 
merce abroad destroyed. 

Germans no longer expect to hold Bel- 
gium or any portion of Fraiice, but they 
do hope and expect to hold the gateway 
to the Near East. Here alone is there 
a possibility of profit at all commen- 
surate with the sacrifices they have 
rade. The allies on their part are re- 
solved that there shall be no profit. 
This resolve gives meaning to the Ital- 
ian participation in the Balkan cam- 
paign, and it explains why this Balkan 
campaign is, from the point of view of 
future consequences, the most intcrest- 
ing that is néw going forward.

(COMMANDER SAYS 


CROSS ATLANTIC 


Declares Trip Could Be Made 
From Germany Without Stop 
in Good Weather.

BERLIN, by wireless to Sayville, Aug. 
21.—That under favorable conditions the 
new super-Zeppelins, two of which par- 
ticipated in the last two attacks on En- 
gland, could cross the ocean from Ger- 
maany to America, was the statement 
made by a commander of one of these 
in answer to the direct question, ‘“‘D9 
you think you could cross the Atlantic 

with your new Zeppelin?’’ 

“Yes; F believe that with the Zeppe- 
lins being turned out now, which are 
oeginning to be used against England, I 
could cross to America, providing me- 
teorological conditions were favorable,” 
was the reply. 

“Captain, do you mean you could 
cross direct from, Germany, or first to 
the Madieras and then from there?” 
“No, direct from Germany, with no 
intermediate landing providing, as I 
have said, the wind and weather con- 
ditions were favorable. Bear in mind 
that my Zeppelin was not constructed 
with that object in view, but is a war 
craft not designed especially tv link 
Germany and America in a new, frien@- 
ly, peaceful bond through the air, as 
a Zeppelin which might undertake that 
would be. Therefore, while I am con- 
fident my super-Zeppelin could do it, I 
condition it upon favorabdle wind and 
v eather.”’ ‘. 

The commander, who was here for the 
day, but whose name cannot be given 
for military reasons, said his answer 
was an indication of the size of the 
Nitans of the air, their speed and car- 
tying capacity. He declared the new 
Zeppelin can reach every corner of En- 
jland, Scotland and Ireland. 

I learn, however, that Ireland is ot- 
side the zone prescribed for Zeppelin at- 
tacks; that so far as Zeppelins are con- 
cerned Ireland is not regarded as enemy 
territory in the sense that England and 
Scotland are, so the Emerald Isle, for 
the present, at least, will be as free from 
Zeppelins as it is of snakes. 

In connection with the advent of Zep- 
pelins, it is interesting to note that the 
writings of Nostradamus, the astrologer 
rhysician ,of Catherine de. Medici, in 
1555, contained the prohpecy that Lon- 
don will be destroyed by “sails coming 
through the sky.’”” The German press 
has recently commented much on the 
prophecies about the war, many of 
which have been strangely fulfilled, by 
2% woman who is somewhat German— 
Mme. Thebes. Among others is one that 
the Atlantic will be crossed through the 
eir in 48 hours in the near future. 
Great satisfaction is expressed over 
the perfcrmance of the new Zeppelins, 
which are even larger than the latest 
Schuclanz giants.

Albert Belden, Wanted for Blow- 
ing Ten Safes, Captured After 
Federal Men Quit Vigil. 


Detectives this morning raided a room- 
ing house at 1131 North Nineteenth street 
conducted by John Haley, and arrested 


Albért Belden, alias “Bunty,’’ 2 years 
old, who, they say, is wanted by the 
Federal authorities for the blowing of 
safes in 10 postoffices. 

The raid was made shortly after Bel- 
den was seen to enter the house at 9:30 
o’clock and after several postoffice in- 
spectors, who had watched the house 
from a vacant building across the street 
in the hope of catching Belden, had 
abandoned the vigil and departed last 
night for Chicago. 

Belden is said to be a member of a 
gang which operated in Wisconsin and 
Illinois. In a small town near Chicago 
a week ago a posse in pursuit of three 
members of the gang captured two of 
the men in a blind alley after a revolver 
duel. The third man, believed to have 
been Belden, escaped. 

In the correspondence in the pock- 
ets of the two men arrested were 
several papers which had the Nine- 
teenth street address in St. Louis 
scrawled on them. They mentioned 
the name of Belden in conversations 
with the police and it was decided to 
watch the house here for his appear- 
ance, 

Belden had in his pockets, when ar- 
rested, an electric extension wire, 
which the police said was a trans- 
former to materially increase the 
voltage from an incandescent lamp. 
He had many pennies, nickles and 
postage stamps also. 


Haley, proprietor of the house 
where the raid was made, was also 
arrested, as was John §8tone, a4 


roomer. 


Railroads Insist on 
Arbitration, but. Will 
Make New Proposal

to allow this matter to go to the great 
American jury and let them assume the 
responsibility. The responsibility of 
failure will not rest with me. 

“I wish you to consider the conse- 
quences as affecting the people of the 
cities and countrysides of a failure to 
agree. The country cannot live if the 
means of keeping alive its vitality are 
interfered with. The lives and fortunes 
of 100,000,000 men, women and Iittle ones 
—many of whom may die—depends upon 
what may be done in this room. I ap- 
peal to you as one American citizen to 
another to avert this disaster.’’ 

The President spoke in more intimate 
fashion than he has in any of the pre- 
vious conferences. He referred to the 
disastrous effect which a strike would 
have “especially at this time when 
every ounce of American energy and 
initiative has to be mobilized to meet 
the extraordinary situation which will 
emerge out of the European war.”’ 

Country Can’t Remain Isolated, 

Asserting that it was impossible for 
him to bring about arbitration under 
present conditions, the President de- 
clared it was necessary to discuss prac- 
tical methods of avoiding a strike. The 
war, he said, had taught this country 
that it can no longer remain isolated 
and provincial; that by reason of its po- 
sition in the affairs of the world, ‘‘we 
must be ready to play our role as one 
of the dominant influences in the world’s 
affairs’’ and that in order to meet the 
exigencies of new world conditions the 
varied business and economic interests 
of the nation must be brought together 
into an harmonious whole. 

‘Our great national recourses cannot 
be made available or mobilized in this 
emergency as a necessary part of na- 
tional defense,’’ he added, “unless the 
railroads are made serviceable instru- 
mentalities for backing up any plan of 
national preparedness.” 

The railroad executives did not enter 
into argument with the President, but 
Hale Holden, president of the Burling- 
ton and spokesman for the roads, prom- 
ised deep consideration of the plan and 
said the officials would endeavor to 
reach an agreement as soon as possible.

Statement Asserts Abandonment of it Overshad- 
ows All Questions at Issue, Wages, Hours, 
Costs and Operating Conditions.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—Elisha Lee, 
chairman of the national conference 
committee of railways, issued a state- 
ment, saying: 

‘That the railroads should grant, un- 
der threat of a national strike, a $50,- 
000,000 wage preferment to a small mi- 
nority of their employes, without a 
hearing before a public tribunal, is in- 
conceivable in a democracy like ours. 
All questions at issue—wages, hours, 
costs, operating conditions—these are 
submerged by the great issue: Shall ar- 
bitration be abandoned in the settlement 
of industrial disputes? 

“If we are to throw arbitration into 
the scrap heap what hope can there be 
in America for industrial peace in the 
future? 

“Is a nation-wide strike still thinka- 
ble when the railroads are urgihg that 
all the matters in dispute be placed be- 
fore any tribunal constituted by public 
authority? 

“Arbitration {s urged by Congress as 
a final method for settling controversies 
as to both hours and wages on the rail- 
roads. The Newlands’ law of 1918 was 
exacted by unanimous request of the 
four railroad brotherhoods anh@ the rep- 
resentatives of the railroad representa- 
tives. And yet the leaders who urged 
the law take the position that a ques- 
tion of hours is beyond arbitration. 

Wages, Not Hours, Involved, 

“But wages, not hours, are involved 
No proposal has 
been made to establish an eight-hour 
working day. The demand is for an 
eight-hour pay basis.and this is the in- 
terpretation given by the President in 
the proposal now before the railroads. 
The employes have emphatically made 
it known that they do not want eight 
hours’ work for eight hours’ pay—a real 
eight-hour day. 

“A simple illustration will suffice to 
show how the eight-hour basis of pay 
would work out. Take, for example, a 
freight employe paid 5 cents a mile 
with a day’s guarantee of % for 100 
miles of 10 hours or less. It is pro- 
posed to make this guarantee the same 
for eight hours or less. On a freight 
run of, say only 60 miles in 10 hours, he 
earns $ for his time. It is now proposed 
tnat for this work he be pald $ for the 
first eight hours and $1.26 for the other 
two hours, a total of $6.25, increasing his 
pay 25 per cent, 

“Tf, by reason of traffic delays, he is 


held idle on a side track, so that he 
does not complete his trip until the end 
of 12 hours, he is now is paid $6 for his 
time, no matter how little work he per- 
forms, The demand is to pay him $7.0 
for this 12 hours service. 

“Meanwhile, the employes would con- 
tinue to have the same opportunities 
as now to make still larger pay on the 
mileage basis. For example, the man on 
a 5-cent a mile rate, making, say, 150 
miles in only seven hours, earns $7.50 
for his day's work. 

Might Make $12.50 in 9 Hours, 

“If, after this, he is called for a 
short period of emergency work, say, 
only two hours, he gets another full 
day’s guarantee of $5, making $12.50 in 
this example, for only nine hours’ serv- 
ive. 

“Many other schedule provisions in- 
crease the wage of these well-paid men 
without increase intheir hours of serv- 
ice. It is because of these opportunities 
to make pay under mileage or arbitrary 
rules that their yearly earnings are s0 
far beyond those of other workers 
charged with no less responsible duties. 

“The proposal from the President now 
before the railroads is. 

“1. To adopt the eight-hour day as a 
basis for wages even where the actual 
work to be done cannot he completed 
within eight hours,’ to quote the Pres- 
ident’s words. 

“2. To increase the hourly rate of pay 
23 per cent 

“The result of the acceptance of this 
proposal would be: 

‘1. ADsofutely no change in the length 
of the workday. 

“2. An increase in wages of more 
than $50,000,000 a year to about four- 
fifths of the train employes, or less than 
one-seventh of all railroads employes. 
In other words, an unfair wage prefer- 
trr.ont would te granted, without iInves- 
tigation, and under threat of a nation- 
al strike, to one man in seven in the 
railroad service. 

“Tf these wage demands are just, in 
whole or in part, then a public tribunal, 
appointed by the President, as we have 
urged, would speedily so determine. 

“The weight of public opinion must 
determine this issue. We cannot believe 
that it is the calm judgment of the coun- 
try that we should sacrifice the principle 
of arbitration .in industrial disputes, un- 
der a threat to tieup the commerce of 


the country.”’

Which Aids Trade.

Assails Free Sugar and Advocates 
Protection of Interests of 
Communities. 


Aug. 22.—Charles 
E. Hughes told an audience in the 
Shriners’ Auditorium here last night 
that he had not “hauled down the flag” 
he put up in New York. 

“We have haa periods when the pup- 
lic interest in this country was ignored; 
when it was derided and not safeguard- 
ed by law,” he said. “I dm glad those 
periods are past. I believe they have 
passed. I believe there is a new senti- 
ment abroed in this land which recog- 
nizes the interests of communities an:l 
that there is a sentiment which demands 
protection of the interests of communi- 
ties against all spoliation, against con- 
spiracies and’*against combinations of 
every sort. I am against every abuse oi 
community interests for the sake of pri- 
vate advantage. I did something in New 
York along that line, and I have not 
changed my mind a bit in regard to it. 
“I also believe that regulation and 
supervision by the Government isa 
mockery, unless it is just and squar-s 
with the facts. I put that flag up in 
New York also, and I never hauled it 
down, and I never propose to. 

Prosperity Founded in Justice, 
“Here again it is the question of 
studying the facts of analyzing the ac- 
tual conditions, and coming to conclu- 
sion; that are fair. What men are afraid 
of in this country, on one side, and on 
the othér of a great controversy, is 
that they will, in some way, be taken 
into camp and each sidé is inclined to 
push up its side just a little above what 
is fuir and right. Now, let us have the 
confidence of honest people that it is 
going to protect the public to maintai. 
individual rights and that it is going 
to have justice reign in this country 
—not because it will help you as against 
this one or that one; not because it will 
enable you to get this or that, but be- 
cause it is justice and because on justi¢e 
must be founded the lasting prosperity 
of this nation. 

“TIT would have it understood that we 
have passed the day when we had to 
restrict what was legitimate in order 
to crush out what was illegitimate and 
unfair and illegal. * * * We can protect 
ourselves against every kind of monopo- 
listic practices without meddling. We 
must not scoff at that which makes pos- 
sible and expands trade. We must cut 
where there is abuse and cut in order 


that we may prepare the way for 
healthy action. 
“While we cannot live by surgery 


alone we can live if we have surgery 
clean, skillful; surgery where neces- 
sary and that is to build up and make 
the patient healthy, to set him on his 
feet, to clear the path for hi: suc- 
cess.’’ 

Second Speech of the Night. 
Mr. Hughes spoke before his second 
audience of the night at the Shriner's 
Auditorium. The first was an over- 
flow crowd that stretched from curb 
to curb of the wide street outside for 
nearly a block. 
In his brief address at the overflow 
meeting the nominee reiterated his 
views on the tariff, preparedness, 
dominant Americanism and industrial 
co-operation. 
Inside the auditorium the nominee 
faced an audience of which one-half 
were women. Half of the 300 members 
of the Reception Committee, seated on 
th platform, it was officially ans 
nounced, were Progressives, the others 
Republicans. 
Russ Avery, a former Progressive. 
introduced the chairman of the meet- 
ing, Stoddard Jess, a banker and Re- 
publican leader of this city. 
In closing his address the nominee 
said he claimed the support of “all 
Republicans and all Progressives” in 
his campaign. 
“This is not an ordinary campaign,” 
Said the nominee. ‘‘We are to de. 
termine in a crucial period whether we 
Shall halt or advance: whether we shall 
have fostering, ennobling, encouraging 
policies, or whether we shal! enter, 
wavering, half-hearted and uncertain. 
into the experience which we are sure 
to meet when the great European war 
is over. 


Devoted to Ideals of Peace. 
“I shrink from the contemplation of 
the horrors of that war. I am devoted 
to the ideals of peace and I look with 
the deepest sense of dismay at the 
conflict abroad. But at wofst we know 
that the nations at war have not gone 
mad; that they are prosecuting their 
policies, and that each nation thinks 
it has had to take the position it has 
taken. 
“There will emerge from that war 
a new Eurepe; which must be net 
by a new-America. We cannot meet 
the exigencies which are before us 
unless we have a patriotic conscious- 
ness, both of our power and of our 
unity. 
“I desire to see throughout this great 
land a dominant sense of national unity 
rising above all the differences of race 
and creed, and inspiring us to a co- 
operation with the single desire to 
build up, and maintain the honor and 
the prosperity of the United States.” 
He spoke of commercial conditions 
which he thought would prevail after 
the war. 
| ‘“"Then let «the 
warned,”’ he said.

let the United States arise and, in

Vdeep. This is not the question of a day. 
This is not the question of a few years. 
We must plan for a long period ahead 

“Our national conditions, or, rather, 
our conditions of national greatness. 
must be looked at in connecgion with 
the betterment of human life, for with- 
out that, under free government, with 
discontent and the failure to maintain 
proper standards for human living there 
is no possibility of permanent national 
greatness. We shall succeed as a great 
fellowship or we will not succeed at 
all. 

“The vision that some may have of 
little citadels acquired for individual 
success for which the rest of the com- 
munity may be held up and be com- 
pelled to pay tribute is a _ vision of 
America of a man without vision, and 
for whom there is no hope in America. 
The path of American success is the 
path of co-operation, of conscious co- 
operation. 

“We do not make statistics of pro- 
duction simply to have the extent of 
our territory or the vastness of our 
population dispiRyed before the world. 
‘TI. should protect human life, human 
safety, human comfort, and I regard 
human rights as paramount to every- 
thing else before this a country of hu- 
man beings dedicated to the ideal of 
human betterment and human prosner- 
ity. 

“IT should protect women. 
protect children.” 

Address at San Diego. 
Before a large audience on the Ex- 
position grounds at San Diego earlier 
in the day the nominee outlined his 
views on the protective tariff, dominant 
Americanism, national unity and pre- 
paredness. He cited the removal of the 
tariff on sugar by the Underwood act 
as an illustration of a policy to which 
he was opposed. 
“Why should there have been an at- 
tempt to cripple and destroy the sugar 
industry in this country?” he said. ‘Was 
there any reason for it? Was there any 
statesmanship in it? Was it called for 
by the country? No. 
“Our friends discovered their mis- 
take after a while, but we desire to be 
represented by those who have foresight 
and not simply hindsight. 
“America must be sound and honest 
in its public Mfe, but it must be busi- 
nesslike, it must be direct, it must be 
patriotic, with America first and Amer- 
ica efficient. 
“My friends of California, do not mis- 
understand me. There is not going to! 
be any private grip on any public privi- 
lege for any corporate interest or com-

Tobacco Manufacturer’s Funeral 
Will Be Held Thursday at 
Second Presbyterian Church. 


The funeral of Col. James Gay But- 
ler, who died of pneumonia at 12:15 a. 
m. today at his residence, 4484 West 
Pine boulevard, will be held at 10 a. m. 
Thursday at the Second Presbyterian 
Church, Taylor avenue and Westminster 
Place. Burial will be in Bellefontaine 
Cemetery. 

The Rev. Dr. J. L. Roemer, president 
of Lindenwood College, St. Charles, 
will preach the sermon. Col. Butler in 
recent years had given $210,000 to Lin- 
denwood College. 


Col. Butler, who was 76 years old, had | 


been gravely ill at various times for 
the last three vears. On July L2 an op- 
eration for kidney trouble was performed 
at St. Luke’s Hospital. For the last 
month Col. Butler had been at his resi- 
dence, where four nurses were in con- 
stant attendance upon him and his in- 
valid wife, who also is 76 years old. He 
became unconscious yesterday morning, 
and during the day pneumonia set in. 

In recent years Col. Butler had de- 
voted himself to giving away his entire 
annual income. This was a considera- 
ble amount. as he had made a fortune 
“as a tobacco manufacturer, having 
started in that business in St. Louis at 
the close of the Civil War, in which he 
rose from a private to the Colonel of a 
cavalry regiment. 

Col. Butler is survived by his wife and 
a niece, Mrs. R. W. Eastlick of 228 
North Taylor avenue. R. D. Leggat, a 
brother’ of Mrs. Butler, with his wife 
ond son, left Butte, Mont., last night ‘to 
attend the funeral.

In 1910 he gave the Y. W. C. A. $50,- 
000 toward the cost of erecting a new 
home in St. Louis. He announced at 
about that time that he intended to 
give away his entire income for the rest 
of his life. He believed that it was 
best for philanthropists to make their 
benefactions known, as an encourage- 
ment to,others to do likewise. 

Gave $210,000 to College. 

Early last year he gave $100,000 to 
Lindenwood College at St. Charles, Mo., 
for a dormitory. He had previously 
given the institution about $110,000. 

Col. Butler organized the Missouri As- 
sociation for the Blind in 1911, becom- 
ing its president, which position he held 
at his death. He was instrumental in 
establishing the “handicap 
the association at 3741 Cass avenue and 
since 1912 had made monthly contribu- 
tions toward their support. With a 
group of other St. Louisans he sought 
and obtained the Missour!

He missed his senior year by en- 
listing in the army in 1861, but received 
his B. S. degree in 1904, 48 vears later. 

He served in the Third Michigan Cav- 
alry in the ranks eight months and aft- 
erward as Second Lieutenant, First 
Lieutenant, Adjutant, Quartermaster 
and Major and commanded the regi- 
ment during the last eight months of Ifts 
service of four and one-half years. 

He was married at Grand Haven, 
Mich., Oct. 15, 1868, to Miss Maggie Leg- 
gat. 

He engaged in the manufacture of to- 
bacco in St. Louis from July, 1866, and 
was afterward a director of the Amert- 
can Tobacco Co. until he retired from 
business in 1899, but continued to be a 
large stockholder. 

He served in the Missouri National 
Guard from 1876 to 1891, and was Col- 
onel of the police reserves and of the 
First and Third Regiments. During his 
militia career he incurred a courtmar- 
tial by disobeying orders which he 
thought should be disobeyed. His in- 
subordination attracted wide attention 
He was net convicted.

Recipes Worth 
Trying 


Sunshine Preserves—-Berries and 
Small varieties of fruit as cherries, 
halved apricots, etc., may be preserved 
in this way. The result is unusually de- 
lightful: Select perfect fruit, not over- 
ripe, clean and weigh. To each pound 
of fruit allow three-quarters of a pound 
of sugar. Place fruit and sugar in al- 
ternate layers in a large, broad kettle 
Do not prepare over five pounds of fruit 
at a time or it will be crushed. Let 
stand till there is almost an inch of 
juice in bottom of kettle. Heat slowly. 
When boiling simmer gently 15 minutes, 
skimming well. Carefully pour ‘nto 
Shallow dishes till an inch deep. Place 
in the sun, protected from insects and 
dust. At night turn into one large dish 
(this insures uniformity when finished). 
In morning spread out again on plates. 
Usually in three days it will be a thick 
preserve. Without reheating put up itn 
) Sterilized glasses or sealed jars. 
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Tomato Spaghetti on Toast—One 
box spaghetti, 1 can tomatoes, 2 table 
spoons butter, 2 tablespoons flour, 1 tea- 
spoon beef extract, 1 teaspoon Worces- 
tershire sauce, bay leaf, salt, pepper to 
taste, onion chopped fine; cook and 
drain spaghetti; make a drawn butter 
by melting butter in a pan, adding flour, 
and when smooth add the julce of 1 
small can of tomatoes, boil and add 1 
teaspoon beef extract, chopped onion, 
Worcestershire sauce, bay leaf, salt and 
pepper; mix sauce thoroughly with 
spaghetti and serve on toast garnished 
with parsley. 

Five-Minute Saind —A delicious 
salad made in five minutes: A few 
leaves of lettuce placed around a shal- 
low plate, red beets cut in halves, 2 cold 
potatoes diced and placed on top of the 
beets; 2 eggs (cold, boiled and sliced) 
placed over and around the beets and 
potatoes. Over all sprinkle a generous 
amount of salad dressing. 
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Bran Muffine—One cup flour 
(white), 1 cup bran, heaping teaspoon 
melted butter, 1 egg, % cup molasses, 
1 small cup milk, 1 teaspoon baking soda 
dissolved ‘in hot water, pinch of salt. 
Mix ingredients. Makes 1 dozen muf- 
fins. This is excellent for people trou- 
bled with constipation.

Market Fails to Break. 

“No doubt one motive for the rapid 
bidding up of prices for most of the ac- 
tive stocks today, might be found in the 
familiar Wall street tradition that a 
market which will not go lower on bad 
news is bound before long to go higher. 
Neither the unfavorable developments 
in the harvest country, nor the pe on 
able threats of the labor unions has 
shaken Stock Exchange values to any 
Purpose: therefore, such is the infer- 
ence, prices are due to advance. 

“The real ground for this belief, so 
far as it has a gound basis, is the fact 
that ‘bad news is always accompanied 
by heavy speculative selling, in e 
tation of a break. If the break 
not come the speculative engagennenn 
must be covered by purchases, and it 
is usually not difficult to compel such 
sellers of stocks to buy them back at 
higher prices. 

‘»ut this is ordinarily a very tech- 
ni@al and temporary basis for a move- 
ment of real importance on the Stock 
Exchange. At best, it is apt to be hard- 
ly more than gntroductory to the larger 
demonstration, which must be based on 
something larger than a covering of 
shérts. When the prolonged and sweep- 
ing rise of prices occurred last year it 
was stimulated by a succession of ex- 
traordinarily favorable events. Begin- 
ning with the averting of the imminent 
rupture with Germany, it found its con- 
tinuing inspiration in the accumulating 
munition orders, the unprecedented gold 
imports, the $224,000,00 bank surplus, the 
billion-bushel wheat crop and the $1,500,- 
000,000 merchandise export surplus and 
the absolute new maximum of monthly 
steel production. 

‘‘Most of these factors are present in 
very similar shape today; but crop con- 
ditions are not those of 1915, orders for 
war material are not expected to con- 
tinue on the scale of a year ago and 
present prices of stocks, though lower 
as a rule than the top prices of last 
year, are almost invariably well above 
the level at which the bull movement of 
last autumn began.
